Too many cooks for the Reimbursement Stew 


The Wilmington selectmen and 
school committee, Monday night, 
had to reluctantly face the facts. 
It will be impossible to vote for a 
new high school in Wilmington in 
time to qualify for the 65% reim- 
bursement for which the town of- 
ficials has been hoping. 

John Brooks of the school com- 
mittee told the selectmen that the 
town could not qualify, even if a 
special town meeting were to be 
called before July 1. 

It was a case of too many cooks. 

Brooks told the selectmen that 
the school committee had been 
hoping to present the town meeting 
with several alternative ideas, in 
the building of a new school. He 
spent nearly an hour explaining the 
problems that now face the towns 
of Massachusetts, and the 
problems of Wilmington, which is 
now ready to consider the third 
proposed site for a new high 
school, in a five year period. 

. While Brooks did not exactly say 
so, there are now too many agen- 


cies in the Commonwealth with 
which the town must ‘touch base” 
in the planning of a high school. 

It was several years ago, after 
the Salem Street site was voted 
that the town contracted with the 
Sasaki Associates firm to do an en- 
vironmental impact study on the 
site. That was probably the first 
such school study in 
Massachusetts, which has the 
effect of slowing up school con- 
struction, and there are now many 
other agencies involved. 

The school building assistance 
board is the state agency in charge 
of assisting towns and cities build 
schools. Up to jUly 1 the financial 
assistance for new schools which 
Wilmington has now lost) is to be 
65%. After July 1 the financial 
assistance is to be 50.47%. 

The SBAB has been approving of 
schiool plans for some years, and, 
in some instances to the distinct 
annoyance of some officials. The 
SBAB is now not alone. 

There are a number of agencies 


who must approve of school plans, 
one of them being an agency which 
determines the size and plans for 
kitchen facilities and eating 
facilities. The SBAB no longer has 
anything to say on the subject. 

There is an agency which is 
charged with seeing that the 
libraries in the school are ade- 
quate. All plans must be approved 
by the agency. 

There is an agency which is 
charged with seeing that a certain 
amount of space and facilities in 
any school plan must be for 
children with disabilities, the so- 
called 766’ers. That agency, too, 
must approve of new school plans, 
before the SBAB can say “go 
ahead.” 

_Wilmington, and other towns and 
cities cannot now build any new 
building, or renovate, or make an 
addition for school purposes. 
There is one simple reason: It will 
not be allowed, by the many cooks 
involved in the state agencies.

A new front door 


The First Church of Christ, 
fe mob ee often called 

e urch is opening a 
new front door. In fact, it’s the 
first time the historic edifice has 
had a front door or main entrance, 
and the familiar Back Bay land- 
mark is suddenly drawing fresh 
attention. 

When the church extension was 
completed in 1906, the design call- 
ed for a formal entrance which 
would give proper balance and 
grace to the structure, but this was 
never carried out. When, in 1968, 
plans were drawn up for the Chris- 
tian Science Center, it was decided 
to complete the building as 
originally conceived. 

The new front doors will open for 
the first time May 18, thus com- 
pleting both the edifice and the 
center, and offering to visitors a 
proper front door.

Public Consumption of- 
Alcoholic Beverages 
Paul J. Lynch, Chief of Police, hereby calls attention 
to the bylaws of the Town of Wilmington, and in par- 
ticular Chapter 5, Section 12: 
Town bylaw 
An amendmentito the Revised Bylaws of the 
Inhabitants of the Town of Wilmington is hereby 
adopted by adding to Chapter 5, Public REgulations, 
Section 12, Consumption of Alcoholic Beverages, as 
follows: 


(a) No person shall consume any alcoholic beverage 
while.in or upon any street, public place, public 
building. 


(b) No person shall consume any alcoholic beverage 
while in or upon any private land, building, or 
place without consent of the owner or person in 
control thereof. 


(c) For the purpose of this bylaw, alcoholic beverages 
are as defined in Chapter 138, Section 1, of the 
General Laws. 


(d) Alcoholic beverages being consumed in violation 
of this bylaw shall be seized and held by the Chief 
of Police until the case is disposed of by courts, 
after which such beverages shall be returned to 
the person entitled to their lawful possession. 


(e) Whoever violates this bylaw shall pay a fine of not 
to exceed $10.00 for the first offense and not to ex- 
ceed $25.00 for the second offense; and the fine 
shall be $50.00 thereafter. 


Massachusetts General Law 
Chapter 272, Section 40A: 


Sale, Delivery or Possession of Alcoholic Beverages in 
Public School Buildings, etc. 


Whoever gives, sells, delivers or has in his possession 
any alcoholic beverage, except for medicinal pur- 
poses, in any public school building, or on any 
premises used for public school purposes and under 
the charge of a school committee or other board of of- 
ficers, shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than thirty days or by a fine of not more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or both. 


These two laws, the bylaw and the General Law, are 
being published as a public service to familiarize you 
with the laws that the Wilmington Police Department 
are required to enforce. 


Through our efforts to acquaint you with these laws 
and the consequence of violating same, it would be my 
sincere hope that these laws would not be violated, 
thereby making the task of enforcement unnecessary. 


TO THE YOUNG PEOPLE OF WILMINGTON: 
THINK before you DRINK! And remember: WHAT 
you drink is YOUR business - WHERE you drink is 
OUR business. 


Finally, remember that WILMINGTON BELONGS TO 
ALL OF US. Therefore, LET US KEEP 
WILMINGTON A TOWN FOR ALL TO LOOK AT

The Board of 
Water Commissioners . 


There is no official, of any town, state or 
country who is absolutely indespensible. 
Ther3 is no need for officials who feel that 
they are indeed without peer. 

But there are officials who serve, in a 
town, in a state, or in a country, quietly and 
without ostentation, and fulfull a real need? 

Such are the three men who, until last 
week Gonstituted the Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners of Wilmington. 
Theirs was an unpaid post, which they filled 
for years. 

All three were quietly courteous. Mr. 

Blake, the chairman, is a retired engineer. 
Mr. McLain, who has asked that he not be 
re-appointed, is a competent accountant. 
Mr. Mullarky, the third member, is a per- 
son of sagacity, a school teacher by profes- 
sion. Working together they made a good 
team. 
Mr. Blake and Mr. Mullarky have said 
that they would retain their posts until the 
last of June, in order that the town manager 
have ample time to find replacements. The 
action is typical of the two men - thoughtful 
of the needs of others. 


This paper has, from time to time, con- 
ducted discussions with that Board of 
Water Commissioners - concerning Weep- 
ing Hill, concerning Cold Spring, concer- 
ning rates charged to home owners of 
Wilmington (who, it may be argued are the 
stockholders), and other subjects. The 
Town Crier has always attempted.to keep 
the discussions low key, as have the com- 
missioners.» 

Others too have conducted conversations, 
in low key. 

Now in recent months there have been 
some persons who have been throwing 
down the glove, as it were - challenging the 
commissioners in their work. Such an ac- 
tion is not always needed, and it is this 
paper’s hope that the town manager will 
succeed in arguing that Board of Water 
Commissioners into continuing, unchanged. 

they have done good work, and it is to be 
hoped that they will continue. They may 
have been right, they may have been wrong 
at times, but they have given the‘town real 
service.
